Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file is a covert recording of a nude teenage girl in a bathroom. It exploits the girl’s nudity to 
a high degree and in a voyeuristic manner. It is reasonable to assume the person who has violated her 
privacy has done so for the purpose of his own sexual gratification and titillation and that this is in 
part derived from the surreptitious nature of the recording. The video file therefore promotes and 
encourages the specific offences relating to intimate visual recordings and other voyeuristic offences 
more generally under s s216G of the Crimes Act 1961. If it were to be available it would likely to 
encourage others to also engage in this type of criminal behaviour. This classification interferes with 
the right to freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but this is 





an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications that exploit young and 
vulnerable members of society and encourage crimes against them be classified as objectionable.
